If a 
woman wished to alight at Oak street the car 
did not stop south of North avenue. 

“The company don’t care and why should 
the conductors,’’ said one of those individuals 
who collect fares, It we bes a accident 
they’ s a feard to fire us cause we'd blow on 
‘ew if they do. Naw, a felley’s dead sure of 
his job if he hes a accident, providin’, of 
course, that he breaks some chump’s neck.

The First Delay. 

But as to the delays. The first one, so far 

as could be learned; was at Lincoln avenue 
and Center street, at 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. A grip-car jumped the track and for an 
hour or more the traffic on that line was at a 
standstill. First the intelligent conductors 
and gripmen tugged, and pulled, and hauled, 
and swore trying to jostle the wheels back on 
the track. Then one of them walked a block 
orsotoadrug store and telephoned to the 
power-house for the wrecking-wagon. Itcame 
after another long wait. It arrived, but in its 
haste it came. away from the barn without 
some necessary tool, and there was another 
unnecessary delay. By this time it became 
the passengers’ turn to object in language 
that’s plain, and it increased by geometrical 
progression until the car started. 
From this time until nearly 11 o’clock the 
trains ran at their accustomed fast and loose 
gait when a snow-plow ran off the track at 
North avenue and Wells street. Another 
blockade was the result. Several thousand 
passengers groaned and deplored the evil day 
that took them to live north of the river. But 
there was no help forit. There was one of 
two things to do—sit and shiver in the dismal, 
damp, pneumonia-breeding cars or walk 
through the sloppy streets in the driving 
storm. 

There was a repetition of the scene at Lin- 
coln avenue. The gripmen and conductors 
struggled in vain for half an hour or so trying 
to put the plow in place, and the wrecking 
wagon was called. They might have called it 
at once, but that would have been a violation 


of rules, 
Afternoon Experiences. 

During the afternoon the system worked in 
the usual jerky—or Lerkes—way as it did in 
the forenoon. At 8 o’clock a resident of Lake 
View walked from some point near the Crofiin 
catchbasin to the limits barn. Tired, wet, 


disgusted, and worn he stopped to wait for a 


ear. Forty minutes later he boarded a Wells 
street grip, the first one out in that time, to 
come down-town. The car passed Wells street 
and came on down Clark street. He 
asked the conductor why it was 
80, and that benign individual 
replied that they had to follow in the wake of 
the snow-plow. At5o’clock grip No. 757 got 
stranded at Indiana and Clark streets. The 
thousands of patient North-Siders, accus- 
tomed to such treatment, gritted their teeth 
and said nothing.

During one of the many delays on Lincoln 
avenue a crowd of boys awused themselves 
by pelting the conductors and gripmen with 
snowballs. Conductor Charles Fisher of No. 
78 Racine avenue was struck on the side of his 
nose with such force that the bone was 
broken.

“Does the cable always stop when it 
snows?” asked a little woman in a black shawl 
and worsted mittens of the conductor on the 
Ogdeh avenue trailer as she stepped off the car 
at Madison and La Salle streets and glanced 
forwarded at the long line of blockaded trains, 
The conductor smiled but did not answer.

Ten, twenty minutes passed and then 
the scores of passengers got out, and thore 
this side of Westegn avenue started to walk 
home.

Most of the roiling stock of the West Side 
railway company was ranged in an unbroken 
line about the loop, and darkness came and 
settled down comfortably to spend the night 
before the blockade was lifted. 

James Carroll, a laboring-man 50 years old, 
was struck by a Lincoln avenue cable-train at 
Clark and Randolph streets last evening, and 
dragged twenty feet. His collar bone was 
broken, and he was removed to the County 
Hospital.

ALL. THE SPEAKERSHIP CANDI- 
DATES ARE STICKING, 


Little Prospect Now Exists of the Caucus 
Deadlock Being Broken Before Con- 
gress Meets—Kven if McMillin and 
Hatch Were Out of the Way Their Votes 
Would Divide So Evenly That Spring- 
er’s “Last-Ditch” Followers Would Still 
Hold the Balance of Power. 

Wasuinator, D. C., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
The pretty Speakership fight promises to open 
up in the mornmg where it left off Satardey 
night. If McMillin, Springer, and Hatch 
could all be driven off the field there are five 
or six votes which neither the Texan nor the 
Georgian could control, and these members 
casting these votes would by their judgment, 
which no pressure has been able to influence, 
settle it. The Mills people think the chances 
are with them, and are more disposed to force 
a break up than the Crisp managers. But it 
is still fighting at close quarters with the cer- 
tainty that nothing except a combination can 
break a deadlock. 

The signs of such a combination between 
the Mills and MeMillin folks have been the 
feature of the day, though the Texan’s lieu- 
tenants declare that the only sort of an agree- 
ment is one whereby the weaker candidate 
should come to the stronger. The mighty ef- 
fort of Mills and his followers is to lead off 
with a larger vote than they had’ when the 
battle was declared a draw. It then stood: 
Crisp 94, Mills 91, Springer 19, McMillin 17, 
Hatch 5, and scattering 1. If the Texan can 
climb up until he reaches and possibly over- 
takes Crisp his partisans think they can cause 
a stampede and elect him. 

All Forces Seem Firm. 

It must be said though there has been little 
in the character of the caucus which showed 
the possibility of a stampede. The Crisp 
people are sure they can draw on their reserve 
strength just as evenly as Mills can and keep 
the relative positions the same. His forces 
are well in hand and show no signs of being 
broken up, but at the same time there is little 
prospect of an increase. The Mulls followers 
this afternoon appointed an executive com- 
mittee consisting of Breckinridge, Bynum, 
Johnson, and Hayes of Iowa to go out and do 
missionary work. Crisp men have had a com- 
mittee from the start. The eighteen McMillin 
followers held a meeting ana adopted a reso- 
lution offered by Covert of New York that 
they would vote for McMillin until he was 
elected Speaker. Then the Crisp men in the 
meeting notified the Mills men that they 
would go to the Georgian if the latter tried to 
go to the Texan. 

The Illinois delegation did not hold a regu- 
lar meeting. Mr. Springer said he did not 
want one, but the faithful portion of his fol- 
lowing gathered at his rooms and renewed 
their determination not to be drawn away 
from their favorite. There seems no doubt 
that the five who voted Friday night against 
the resolution asking him to withdraw mean 
what they say. 

The World's Fair Is All Right. 

There 18 a growing sentiment here that no 
matter who the Speaker may be the legisla- 
tion relative to the World’s Fair shall have 
due and proper cohsideration not only in com- 
mittee but on the floor of the House as well. 
This seems to be the general understanding, 
and there is every reason for the statement 
that the World’s Fair is in no wise compli- 
cated or its urefulness subject to inipairment 
by the deadlock. 

Col. W. R. Morrison, in speaking of the 
matter this evening, said: It is silly to at- 
tempt to bring -the World’s Fair into the 
Speakership contest. The matter is eutirely 
foreign to the issue at hand. No Speaker of 
the House could afford to make an unfriendly 
or unfair committee, nor could he fail to al- 
low the matters pertaining tothe Fairto be 
considered on the floor of the House with the 
degree of importance they deserve. This Fair 
is not local now. It is national, and concerns 


the whole United States. I expect to do 


anything 1 can to further such legislation 
as the World’s Fair folks think necessary 
for the promotion and successful carrying out 
of the enterprise. I may be of some assist- 
ance in this direction and shall cheerfully give 
my services and advice, if they are requested.

LOPPY Is READ FOR ELECTROCUTION. 


New York’s Wife Murderer Prepared for 
the Death Chafr Awaiting Him. 

Siva Sine, N. T., Dec. 6.—Martin Loppy, 
the condemned wife murderer, spent his last 
Sunday on earth quietly. He will be killed 
on the death chair sometime between mid- 
night and Saturday next. From present indi- 
cations the execution will take place early Tues- 
day morning. Loppy read his Bible, and to 
those who conversed with him during the 
day he said he was willing to die. He 
did not ask when he would be called to go to 
the death chair. The 1,572 convicts in the 
prison are believed to be fully aware that 
Loppy is to be executed during the coming 
week. Warden Brown received the news- 
paper men and other callers in his office up to 
5:30 p. m., when the armed guards took 
up their vigil for the night. They were 
patrolling up and down at the limits which 
are known as the death line.“ No 
one is allowed to pass them except those 
holding Warden Brown’s invitation to the ex- 
ecution. Up to a late hour tonight but few of 
the persons invited by the Warden have ap- 
peared. Before Warden Brown closed the 
prison against newspaper men tonight he ad- 
dressed them in his office, saying that they 
might go to bed and get a good night’s rest. 


WAS NINE DAYS DOWN A DISUSED WELL. 


Harding, a Cattleman, Insane from the 
Horrors of a Terrible §.xperience. 

Exdrnwoop, Kas., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
News comes of the rescue from an old dis- 
used wellin No Man’s Land ofa cattleman 
named Harding by the driver of the stage- 
coach which every ten days runs from Engle- 
wood to Beaver City, No Man's Land, and 
back. Harding had a fearful experience and 
is insane from the effects of it. While out 
rounding up stock he was lost to his compan- 
ions. This was ten days ago, and he must 
therefore have spent nine daysin the well. 
How he got there is unknown, but probably 
the sudden stopping of his horse threw him 
down the hole, which is nearly forty feet deep.

there and the one on which he had lived most 
likely was crowded over the edge of the well 
by the rest of the pack.

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HIS BROTHER’S HEAD. 


HIRAM SAWTELLE’S SKULL IS UN- 


EARTHED AT LAST, 


Isaac, the Murderer, Confesses to Having 
Hid It in Maine—His Confession and 
Plan of the Ground—Disheartening and 
Unsuccessfal Search—The Second Start 
Discovery of the Perforated Skull—Four 
Bullet Holes Found — What Sawtelle’s 
Counsel Will Attempt to Prove. 

Gnnar Faris, N. H., Dec. 6.— [Special.] — 
The head of Hiram Sawtelle has been found. 
Acting on the suggestions embodied in the 
latest admissions of the condemned murderer, 
Isaac Sawtelle, a thorough search through the 
woods in the neighborhood of the grave where 
the mutilated remains of Hiram were un- 
earthed, led to the discovery of the head, the 
missing link in the great tragedy. It was 
buried in three feet of earth. 

The full purport of the find can be under- 
stood when, according to Lawyer Edgerly, 
oousel for Sawtelle, it goes a long 
way toward establishing the  asser- 
tion of Isaac that Hiram was killed 
in Maine. The disclosure incident’ to the 
finding of the head makes the testimony of 
the Wileys, upon whom the governthent de- 
pended to secure a conviction against Isaac, 
look rather shaky. These two witnesses, 
father and son, testified to hearing three shots 
fired in the road, between Rochester and East 
Rochester, but an additional bullet hole in the 
head shows that féur shots were fired. When 
the headless remains were resurrected from 
the grave in the woods of Lebanon, Me., three. 
bullet holes were found in the trunk of the 
dead man. Witnesses ut the trial testified to 
hearing three shots fired, They were positive 
on this point, but the finding of the head 
shows clearly tha? another shot was dis- 
charged. 

The cireamstancee leading to the finding of 
the head are of a highly sensational character, 
and had it not been for the assistance rendered 
by the murderer himself its whereabouts 
would never have been discovered. His de- 
scription of the place where he buried the 
head after the commission of the murder 
bears out the confession which he has recently 
made and upon which he bases his expecta- 
tions of a new trial. The last move of Isaac 
Sawtelle reachod its crowning point in a start. 
ling declaration to his counsel which he made 
in his dingy cell in the Concord prison. 


Confessed to the Crime. 


Almost within hearing of Murderer Almy 
he held a solemn conference with Lawyers 
Eagerly and Worcester last Tuesday morning. 
The two energetic attorneys, firm in their ad- 
vocecy of the legal rights of their wretched 
client, made a last appeal to the doomed 
criminal, 

Tou have confessed the crime,” said 
Lawyer Edgerly; “you have admitted all. 
We believe that New Hampshire was not the 
scene of the tragedy. Firm in that belief, 
we come to make one more appeal to you to 
furnish us with some tangible evidence to 
corroborate your confession, Isaac, where is 
the head? 

The murderer hesitated for an instant. He 
flushed, stammered, and then broke down 
com pletely. 

I will tell all,“ he said. 

Then in simple language he described the 
spot where, after murdering his brother Hi- 
ram and burying the body, he had secreted 
the head of his victim. He went over the de- 
tails of the crime with the greatest care. 
Great beads of angen: on out on his 
forehead. It was a confession. 
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had been fetched from Warden ‘Chak. he 
drew with his own hand a plan of the ground 
where the head was buried. Not only this, 
but he traced the roads, marked on his map 
the place where the crime was committed, 
and traced his course from the time he met 
his brother in Rochester until the fatal shots 
were fired and the two burials had been com- 
pleted. Two years he had languished in jail, 
yet the whole territory that furnished the loca- 
tion of the crime was fresh in his memory. 
On a piece of paper hé drew an accurate 
map of the woods and of Lebanon. After 
submitting this plan he wrote underneath and 
put lines around it the following inscrip- 
tion: I don’t know as I can give any better 
directions, but I can find the head myself. 

Acting on the plan as submitted Lawyers 
Edgerly and Worcester, accompanied by their 
assistants, started to locate the spot where the 
head was buried. The searching party devoted 
the greater part of two days to the finding of 
the much wanted head of Hiram Sawtelle. 
The search the first day was fruitless and 
Isaac was again visited, when further direc- 
tions were secured which led to the finding 
of the head. 

At 8:30 yesterday morning George M. Wor- 
cester and Mr. Walker started for the place 
where the search was to be continued. The 
open space described by Isaac was easily lo- 
cated and each member of the party took 
different directions in order to make the 
search more effectual. 

A Mound of Dead Leaves and Brush. 


Every little mound of leaves, every little 
clump of brush, was carefully inspected. Two 
hours of diligent and thorough investigation 
brought no returns. Long and earnestly did the 
little band go over the place again and again. 
It was 12 o'clock when suddenly Mr. Walker 
stumbied over a little mound covered with 
dead leaves and brush. ‘“ Here it is, he cried. 
He pushed aside nature’s accumulation in the 
little elevation and evidences of the earth hav- 
ing at some time been disturbed were at once 


found. 

A second cry from Mr. Walker brought the 
entire party to his side, and ready hands be- 
gan at the work of excavation. In a few mo- 
ments portions of clothing were brought to 
the surface. The party at once realized that 
something was to follow. Deputy Sheriff 
Hurd ran his shovel deep into the earth 
and with one spadeful placed before 
the assembled searchers a tangle of clothing 
easily recognized as having been a part of a 
set of undergarments. They were badly de- 
cayed and were in the shape of a ball as if they 
had been carefully rolled together. 

The party, believing they had discovered the 
object of their quest, sent a messenger post- 
haste for Dr. Grant at Great Falls and Coun- 
sel Worcester of Rochester. In the meantime 
the object found in the hole lay on the ground, 
but was not disturbed until the arri- 
val of Dr. Grant at 1:45 p. m. 
Mr. Worcester was only a few minutes later 
than the doctor. The onlookers stood with 
almost abated breath. The doctor carefully 
removed the decayed clothing. The first arti- 
cle proved to be what was once a linen shirt. 
This was carefully inspected. In the, bosom 
of the shirt was discovered two garnet shirt- 
studs with gold setting. The fragments ot an 

undershirt were next taken from the covered 
object. As it was torn away it disclosed 
the skull of a human head. It was the head of 
Hiram Sawtelle. 

There was not the slightest doubt about it. 
Not a trace of the features remained. Naught 
but the osseous relic of a brutal murder was 
revealed. Dr. Grant at once made an exami- 
nation of the skull, and discovered a hole back 
of the left ear wich had apparently been 
made by a bullet. The hideous object was 
wrapped up and taken to Great Falis, where it 
will remain pending further investigation.

ITALY MAKES AN AVOWAL.

The Part It Has to Play in the Triple Al- 
Uance— He Beautified Paris.

Pants, Dec. 6.—M. Crispi reappeared in the 
Italian Chamber of Deputies yesterday and 
made a speech in which may be found all his 
characteristic qualities—especially his faults.

Di Rudini speaks of the relations between 
Austria and Italy, Italy is not in the alliance 
on a footing of equality. The —5 will come 
when Italy will no longer be willing to play 
that part. On that day the Triple Alliance 
will have gone out of existence. France's 
licy leans toward waiting for Italy to come 
her senses in order not to be under the 
necessity of fighting on the South ana East. 
But can France wait? That is the whole 
question. 

A dispatch from Madrid reports a great ir- 
ritation throughout Spain against France on 
account of the vote of the French Senate im- 
posing duties that destroy the wine trade 
between Spain and France. The Spanish 
Government will do nothing to prevent a pop- 
ular mauifestation against the new duties. 
The consequences of this unfortunate politico- 
economic action will soon be felt in the field 
of politics. 

M. Alphand, Engineer of the City of Paris, 
died this morning aged 74 years. Noone has 
done more than he for the embellishment of 
this city. It was he who planted the Bois de 
Boulogne, the Parc Monceau, the Buttes de 
Chaumont, and the Bois de Vincennes. It 
was he who organized the Exposition of 1889, 
and after its success received the grand cross 
of the Legion of Honor—the highest grade in 
the order. M. Alphand was a very popular per- 
sonage in Paris. Haughty with people in 
authority he was amiable toward workingmen 
and the public. The source of his popularity 
was that he wasa true artist. His loss will 
be deeply regretted in Paris. The newspapers 
demand that his name be given to a boulevard 
as a souvenir of what he has done for the city.

Later on, seven men were brought 
to the mouth of the pit badly injured, and one 
died.

FARMERS’ AGENCIES. 
A telegram from Eau Claire states that at 


the Farmers’ Alliance convention it was re- 
solved to organize a business department at 
the head of which will be placed an agent who 
will represent all the members of the Alliance 
in Wisconsin. When the department gets into 
working order this agent is to buy and sell for 
the members. He will receive the orders of 
farmers for reapers, etc., saving the money 
otherwise paid to middlemen, and control the 
supply of grain, sending it to the best mar- 
kets. The proposition 1s to buy directly from 
wholesalers and sell directly to consumers, as 
near as may be, and the President of the 
State Alliance is quoted as saying: Lou can 
see how the advantage thus gained will oper- 
ate for the benefit of the farmer.”’ 
Perhaps. There is one good feature about 
the proposed arrangement. It is that the cash 
must accompany all orders to the agent to 
buy goods. But this would also be a great 
advantage under present conditions. The 
man who has cash in hand is generally master 
of the market. He can buy on low terms and 
can generally choose the seller. If one man 
will not sell to him cheaply another will. 
When he has to buy on credit the seller has 
more to say, and as a rule charges more. He 


has to do so in self-protection, because not 


only must he pay for the use of the money for 
a named time, but stand the risk of delay in 
payment beyond thetime stated. It is possible 
that under like terms of payment for cash the 
average country merchant would be content 
with a profit not much, if any, greater than the 
cost of doing the business through an Alliance 
agency, and in the latter case there is a risk 
which would not belong to the other way of 
transacting it. Farmers’ agents have been 
known ere this to mismar age the thing and run 
away, leaving their constituents to face a loss. 
A failure to pay on the part of any of his em- 
ployers must be borne by the rest, and it might 
be found hard to force some of them to pay 
if once allowed to run behind. 

In either case nothing could be gained by 
offering to pay with poor money. Free silver 


a third more for all that the wholesaler had to 
sell, and neither the country merchant nor a 
direct agent of the farmer could evade that 
condition. With fiat money, such as some of 
the farmers seem to desire, the case would be 
still worse. Not only would a greater number 
of such dollars have to be paid for any goods 
bought, but the premium would be put higher 
in order to cover the risk of further deprecia- 
tion in the purchasing power of the said 
money during the time between its receipt 
from the last buyer and its payment to the 
first seller of the goods. Such depreciation 
haa always followed the issue of fiat money 
and it always will. Hence the farmer would 
be a loser in another way, by its shrinkage 
between the time he received it in payment 
for his produce and paid it out again for such 
things as he desired to purchase. Only by 
being continually a debtor could he hope to 
evade loss. But that is just what is complained 
of now. 

If the members of the, Alliance be content 
to receive honest money in payment for what 
they have to sell, and pay out the same hon- 
est money in satisfaction of their indebted- 
ness, they will do well. They owe that asa 
duty to the country as well as to themselves. 
If they then choose to employ an agent to buy 
and sell for them they have a perfect right to 
do so, but must take the responsibility of such 
action, and perhaps will find it not to beso 
much to their advantage as is pictured by or- 
ators, some,.if not all of whom, may have an 
eye on the loaves and fishes as an expected re- 
ward for their “disinterested ”’ N of 
the farmers’ welfare. 


THE LATEST DEMOCRATIC TARIFF POLICY 

Senator and Gov. Hill of New York made a 
speech at Elmira Friday in which he laid down 
the tariff program which he thinks his party 
should pursue in Congress this winter, and on 
which it should make its Presidential fight 
next year. It differs from the policy of Mr. 
Cleveland, which is to push tariff reform. It 
does not coincide with the Mills plan of pre- 
paring and submitting a general tariff meas- 
ure, or the Springer scheme of introducing 
five wee bills. 

The Senator-Governor says: 

Excepting humdrum business Democrats can- 
not during the life of the Fifty-second Congress 
write a new line in the Federal statute-book. 
wey what more, what better, can the Fifty-sec- 

do than carry forward into the 
Presidoutiat canvass and elections, without addi- 
tion if it may be, and without diminution cer- 
tainly, the issues made by the billion Congress, 
and thus retain for the people their power, by 
next year repeating last year’s verdict, to give 
that verdict a practical result? 

Those same reasons and issues will be presented 
clear and unconfused te the people, if the Demo- 
crats of both Houses of Congress simply unite to 
repeal, as they united to oppose, the two chief 
enactments of the billion Congress. 


Therefore Hill wants the Democrats to do 
nothing more so far as the tariff is concerned 
than to “demand the repeal of the two Mo- 
Kinley acts —the tariff bill proper and the 
Customs Administrative bill. 

This must be excecdingly distasteful ad vice 
to Mr. Cleveland and the other free-traders of 
his party. The tariff as it existed up to Oo- 
ned ~~ odious to them. Mr. Cleve- 

sent a special message to Congress, in 
which he attacked it. Mr. Mills drafted a bill 
to reduce the duties coliected under it. But 
Hill seems to be of the opinion that as the 
Democrats were beaten in 1888 when they at- 
tempted to lower duties, and as the Repub- 
licans were defeated in 1890. when they in- 
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3 is one feature in the Hill program 
which may not be popular. The repeal of the 
McKinley law would mean the restoration of 
the duty on caw sugar. That might please the 

sugar trust, but nob. the 
pare the reduction in the price of sugar, an 
article which they are purchasing constantly, 
and it has pleased them. They are more bene- 
fited by it than they are injured by some of 
the increases of the McKinley law. The re- 
enactment of the duty on sugar would obliter- 


ate also all the reciprocity agreements which 


have been made. or will be made. It would 
close to American trade the markets now 
opening to it, and would make the United 
States exceedingly unpopular among the 


\ ‘Latin-American nations. 
. Nevertheless this is a valuable addition to 


the increasing stock of Demucratic tariff 
policies, which range now all the way from 
the restoration of the tariff of 1883 to free raw 
materials and a decided reduction of duties 
on manufactured goods. 


“THE FOREMOST WHEAT MARKET.” 

A Minneapolis paper claims for that city 
much credit for having received 25,000,000 
bushels of wheat during the three monthsend- 
ing with November, being an increase of 
nearly 19 per cent over the receipts for the 
corresponding time last year. It says that 
„Minneapolis has more than held her own as 
the foremost primary wheat market upon the 
continent,” but later on admits that Duluth 
and West Superior have received as much,“ 
though insisting that wheat receipts in Duluth 
mean an entirely different thing to the same 
in Minneapolis. This, beeause two-thirds of 
the wheat received around the Falls of St. 
Anthony is there converted into flour, giving 
employment to a host of well-paid workers 
before it is finally hauled away in the shape 
of flour. On the other hand, the wheat gomg 
through Duluth and West Superior has simply 
yielded a profit to the elevatur men while rest- 
ing there on its way to Eastern and European 
markets. 

This is an imposing array of facts, and the 
people of Minneapolis are to be congratulated 
on being allowed to doso much good in the 
world while gaining a handsome profit in 
doing it. The case is one in which virtue gets 
its reward, and deserves it. But that does not 
necessarily justify their claim to the “ fore- 
most primary wheat market on the conti- 


nent. A market is usually understood to be 


a place where things are bought and sold, If 
it be true that a large percentage of the wheat 
that goes to Minneapolis is bought and sold 
there, people do not know it. The general 
idea of the matter is that the grain is bought 
in the country by agents of the millers and 
sent in to them with little reference to the cur- 
rent market conditions in that city. But 
there are some people malicious enough to 
hint that those same millers have been known 
to send orders to Chicago tosell here quantities 
about equal to those received at home; that 
the wheat is bought back as the grain is 
used up, and thus the Chicago market is made 
to carry the weight of the cereal which the 
Minneapolis paper claims to be dealt in on the 
local market. Furthermore, it is hinted that 
but for such a course of action this year Min- 
neapolis would have received less instead of 
more. Freights from the Northwest by way 
of Lake Superior favored the choice of that 
route to the East and Europe, and the millers 
on the river had to send out buyers in compe- 
tition with others in order to get the wheat 
with which they could fill the big orders for 
flour wanted to fill tne unusual deficiencies in 
Europe. Keen-eyed observers here said that 
the decline which occurred early last week in 
this city was entirely due to speculative sales 
against wheat held at other points in the 
West and that Minneapolis men were promi- 
nent in the selling alluded to. 

It is a mistake to claim that any other city 
than Chicago is the biggest primary wheat 
market on this continent or in the wide world. 
This is the place where the stuff is bought and 
sold, and a large part of that trading is abso- 
lutely essential to the holding of the grain be- 
tween the time it is detivered by the producer 
and wanted by the consumer, as is the store- 
house in either city or country for wheat and 


other personal property. It may be called 


sheer gambling, but that only by people who 
do not understand the conditions of trade. 
Of course, some of the buying and selling on 
the board in this city is little if anything else 
than a mere betting on” the course of prices, 
but that is by no means true of all the trading 
for future delivery. And this action consti- 
tutes Chicago the real market for the wheat 
of the great West just as truly as the counting- 
house of the merchant is the place where the 
goods are bouglit and sold, though none of 
them may actually pass through the office. A 
great deal of grain is received here and 
shipped hence each year, but that quantity, 
though large, is very far from being a meas- 
ure of the importance of Chicago as a grain 
market.

SILVER AND PRICES. 
Some of the advocates of free silver coinage 


admit that it would give us cheaper money, 

but they claim that to be the legitimate ac- 
companiment of cheaper produce. They say 
that wheat, sugar, cotton cloth, iron, and, 
many other articles sell for much less per 
unit of quantity than they did several years 
ago, and point to that as a proof that money 
has been artificially made dearer. They talk 
as if they supposed the producer of these 
articles gets less for his toil now than he did 

in the era of far higher prices, when they 
ought to know, an@ could easily discover, 

that the reverse is the case. The average 
worker in both country and city now receives 
more pay for a less number of hours’ toil per 
day than did his predecessor of forty or fifty 
years ago. 

Wheat is not cheaper on the farm, and if it 
were the difference could be accounted for by 
the lessened cost of production, due to the use 
of machinery. The farmer now employs a 
smaller number of men to the section of land, 
and can afford to pay each of them better 
wages, while his land is worth more than 
formerly. The wheat costs less to the con- 
sumer, but that is because of the vast shrink- 
age in the costs of transportation brought 
about by the building of bigger vessels to nav- 
igate the lakes and oceans, bigger railroad 
cars and locomotives, and learning how to 
make one ton of fuel do the work that took 
two tons about the middleof this century. 
The cheaper production of sugar is due to a 
similar set of causes, with the very im- 
portant one that it is now largely made 
from beets. Everybody knows that the 
cotton planter now pays more for his 
labor than he did before the war, when the 
lash held over the blacks was the principal 
incentive to exertion. But the same number 


of hours of work at the spindle and the loom 


will now turn out a great deal more cloth than 
then, and the better paid workers iu iron and 
steel now produce four times as much 
material as in 1850. The workers engaged in 
preparing these and other products for mar- 


ket get more on a gold basis and it is there- |. 


fore grossly unfair to claim for them the right ‘ 
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and the greatest loss would fall on the honest 
producer. 

On the present gold basis the producer of 
grain or manufactured goods receives a 
greater number of dollars for a given number 
of days’ work than formerly, so that the dol- 
lar is to him cheaper as a producer because 


more plentiful. But he is also a consumer, 


and in that capacity finds each of his dollars 
will go much further than in the days of his 
grandfather, while other consumers have a 
like advantage with himself. And the ratio 
of production to consumption would not be 
materially changed by the introduction of a 
dollar worth halt as much or twice as much as 
the one now in use, The worker would still 
be able to buy with the labor of one day about 
as many creature comforts produced by the 
labor of others as he does now, minus the cost 
involved in passing to the other unit of value. 
He would have to pay the whole of that ex- 
pense in any event in the shape of taxation, 
and also must bear the brunt of the derange- 
ment of business which would inevitably fol- 
low such alteration in modes of commercial 
reckoning. If by the free coinage of silver 
or the issue of fiat currency dollars were 
made as plentiful as paving stones, and there- 
fore as cheap, the worker would be not a whit 
better off because of that simple fact. He 
would receiye a greater number for his toil, 
and have to pay out acorrespondingly greater 
number for everything he bought for con- 
sumption. l 


THE RAM-RAISER AT IT AGAIN, 

Judge Lawrence, one of the trinity of Ohio 
ram-raisers, has just written a letter to the 
Boston Journal of Commerce, in which he 
threatens the woolen manufacturers with the 
repeal of every protective duty on woolens if 
they show the least sign of resistance to his 
scheme of keeping out all foreign wools, or if 
they aid or abet the efforts which may be 
made this winter for the free-listing of foreign 
mixing wools, The ram-raiser says: 

I want such protection as will give to American 
wool-growers the privilege of producing all the 
wool of every kind needed and used in this coun- 
try. 

Intelligent people know that American 
wool-growers would not produce all the wool 
of every kind needed and used in this country, 
for the simple reason that it would not pay 
them todoso. There would be no profit for 
them in producing the cheaper and coarser 
wools, They would raise more pounds of 
finer wools and would have a good market 
and paying prices iff the ability of the woolen 
manufacturers to take their fleeces was not 
strangled by the imposition of heavy duties 
on foreign wools, which they must have, and 
which American sheep-raisers will not furnish 
them. The Journal of Commerce is correct 
when it says that the ram-raiser’s program, if 
carried out, would top a large proportion of 
the woolen machinery of the country. 

It is not difficult to imagine the effect of 
these constant threats on the woolen manu- 
facturers of New Eqgland. They are getting 
sick and tired of the perpetual hectoring and 
of E impudent Ohioan. They 
ha ve ® year 's -emperience of his wool 
schedule and its fruits have not been sweet to 
the taste. The Massachusetts woolen manu- 
facturers have about $50,000,000 of capital in- 
vested in the business. They see these Ohio 
ram-raisers trying energetically to make that 
capital unprofitable, It is not to be won- 
dered at that many of them are lending a will- 
ing ear tb Democratic speakers, who promise 
them free wool and exemption from the nag- 
ging of Judge Lawrence and his associates. 

The unfortunate wool schedule of the Mc- 
Kiley bill has strengthened the Democrats 
in New England more than anything else, and 
if the manufacturers of that section get the 
idea in their heads that tne Ohio ram-raiser 
speaks for the Republican party and is to 
guide its future policy they will reach such a 
piteh of exasperation that they will move over 
into the Democratic camp, preferring an uncer- 
tain to acertain peril. The wisest thing the 
Republican party can do is to disavow in the 
most positive terms both Judge Lawrence 
and any intention of forcing on American 
wodol-growers the unasked-for privilege of 
producing every kind of wool used in this 
country. 


FACTS WHICH FREE-TRADE DEMOCRATS 
IGNORE. 
A Democratic paper says: 
The tariff which Clay advocated and which Dal-

Half a century of “infancy” has been added to 
our industries, and the percentage of tariff taxa- 
tion is nearly twice what it was. 

In the first place, the difference between the 
average duties of the Whig tariff of 1842 and 
the Walker tariff of 1846 was not as great as 
has often been represented. The percentage 
of duty on the imports for the fiscal year 1845, 
when the tariff of 1842 was in force, was 28.3. 
For the following fiscal year it was 27.5. For 
1848, under the Walker Democratic tariff, it 
was 23.8, and for the three succeeding years it 
was 22.5, 25, and 24. 

In the next place there is one fact which the 
Democrats ignore or are ignorant of when 
they speak of the “low” tariffs of the first 
half of this century; that is, that there was 
less need of protection prior to 1846 because 
England, then about the only manufacturing 
competitor, had handicapped itself by exces- 
sive duties on raw materials. It collected 
revenue from wool, flax, hemp, cotton, wood, 
éte., and it had duties on breadstuffs which 
were almost prohibitory. The moment that 
England took its import duty off cotton the 
need for protection on the part of the Amer- 
ican manufacturer was increased. In short, 
when England adopted that free-trade policy 
which its inability to féed its own people with 
food produced at home, and its equal inability 
to produce at all or in sufficient quantities the 
raw materials it required, made it imperative 
that it should adopt in order to prosper, then 
: became necessary to give the American
